A Proclamation for the Tranſportation of any 
kinde of Corne,Graine, or Victuals for the ſupply of the 


Nauie, or Armie in the parts of France. 


| Hereas Our Nauie and Army are now at, and in the Iſle of Ree, 


SJ P{3 vnder the Command of the Duke of Buckingham, And that it is fit 
Our Subietts and Allpes, ſeruing and aſſiſting Us in Our laid Na- 
ute and Armie, ſhould bee ſupplied with all pꝛouiſions connenient koz 
their rehiefe : Wee by the Aduice of Dur Patute Counſell , haue 
thought fit to publiſh and declare, and doe hereby publiſh and declare, 
That it ſhall, and may bee lawfull fo2 all, oz any Merchants, beeing 
Our owne naturall boꝛne Dubiccts, oz Denizens of either of Our 
LKingdomes of England , oz Ireland, to tranſpozt. oz carie anp Cozne,Graine, oꝛ Uictuals, of any 
loꝛts oꝛ kinds out of either of Dur ſaid Kingdoms, vnto Our Army in the layd Jſland of Rec,o2 
elſewhere, oz vnto the Towne of Rochell, and not elſewhere, they firſt putting in good and 
lufficient ſecurity of knowen Merchants to the Officers of Our Cuſtomes, in the ſame Poꝛt 
where the ſame ſhall bee ſhipped to Our vle , That they ſhall tranſpozt all ſuch Coꝛne, Graine, 
and Uictuals, either vnto the ſayd Armie, oꝛ vnto the ſayd Towne of Rochell, and not elſe⸗ 
where; And that they ſhall bzing backe to the Officers ofthe ſayd Poꝛt, where luch lecurity 
ſhall be entred, within lixe Moneths then next following, a true Certificate of the delinery of 
all ſuch Cozne, Graine, and Uictuals at one of thoſe places, vnder the hand of the ſaid Duke of 
Buckingham, Generall of Our Armie, 02 vnder the hand of the Duke of Soubize, 02 of Sir Allan 
Apſley, Knight , Comnuſſary generall of the Uictuals, oz of Sir william Beecher, Knight, Se⸗ 
cretary of the ſayd Armie: And allo making an entry in the Office of Our Admiraltp, of e- 


uery luch Shippe. 
And further, Our will and pleaſure is, and ſo Wee doe hereby publiſh and declare, That if 
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ſhall bee lawfull fo2 any Merchant of Rochell, being a Frenchinan , to tranſpoꝛt oꝛ carie in any 
Ship oꝛ Uellel, being either an Cugliſh oꝛ French2Bottome,any Coꝛne, Graine, oꝛ Tlictual, of any 
kind whatſoener, out of thele Realmee of England oz Ireland, o2 any part of them, oz either of 
them, vnto Our Armp in the lapd Illand of Ree, oꝛ elſewhere. o2 to the lapd Towne of Rochell, 

vpon god and ſufficient ſeeurity, of knowen Merchants, English oz Denizens, reſiding in 
Eogland 92 Ircland xeſpettiuelp, firſt ginen to the Officers of the Cuſtomes of that Pozt, where 
the lamt ſhall bee ſhipped to Our vſe, That they ſhall not tranſpozt the layd Coꝛne, Gzaine, 02 
Wty,as, oꝛ any part thereof, to any other plate, then to Our Armie in the ſaid Illand ok Rec, oꝛ 
ellewhere, oꝛ to the laid Towne ofRochell; And that they (hal pzocure a true Certificate of the deli⸗ 
uerpoꝛ diſcharge of the faid Cozne, Gꝛaine, and Uictuals, at, oꝛ in the laid places, oz one of them, 
vnder the hand of the ſaid Duke of Buckingham, Duke of Soubize, Str Allan Apiley, and Sir Willi 
am heecher, 02 one of them, as afoꝛelaid, and making an entry likewiſe in the Office of Our Ad⸗ 
miraltie, ofcuery ſuch Shtppe,as afozcſaid; And this to bee done notwithſtanding any Law, 
Pꝛotlamation, o: reſtraint to the contrary. 


And Our further pleaſure is, aud Wee doe ſtraitly charge and command, all and enery the 
Officers of Our Cuſtomes whom it may concerne, that they doc duely certifie all the Bonds 
which ſhall bee taken by them reſpectinely , into Dur Exchequer, within eight Moneths 
after the date thereof, vnlelle in the meanc time there (hall bee ſuch Certificate returned of the 
deliuery, and diſcharge of the laid Cozne, Graine and Utctuals,acco2ding to the tenour and true 
meaning of the laid Bonds, and the Conditions thereof,
